DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-6, 8-12, and 8-22 are allowed over the prior art. 
Claims 7, 13, and 23 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The amendment made in Applicant's response on May 1 2, 2008 have 

overcome the previous rejection (2/12/2008) and thus overcame prior art Minear, et 
al. and Mason. A further search was performed and cannot find prior art to 
teach or suggest independent claims 1, 5, 9, 14, and 22.
